Uncle Joe Cannon's seventieth birth- 
day was celebrated at Washington 
May 7 with a remarkable reception in 
the parlors of the Arlington hotel and 
by a demonstration of affection from 
the members of the house when he en- 
tered to preside over the day’s session. 
The applause from the floor and gal- 
lery continued for a full minute, when 
it was ended by the bang-of the speak- 
er’s gavel. Among the thousand or so 
guests at the evening reception were 
President Roosevelt and the members 
of his cabinet, a majority of the sen- 
ate and many of the members of the 
diplomatie corps. Every one remarked 
on the extraordinary appearance of 
physical vigor which the speaker. pos- 
sessed in spite of his seventy years of 
strenuous life. Numerous telegrams of 
congratulation were received from 
prominent men in all paPts of the coun-

Rosewater For the Senate. 

Edward Rosewater, the veteran edi- 
tor of the Omaha Bee, ‘has announced 
in his own newspaper, that he would 
be a candidate for the United States 
senate to succeed Senator Millard. He 
calls attention to the fact that he has 
advanced for many years the princi- 
ples held by President Roosevelt. At 
present he is in Rome as the repre- 
sentative of this country in the inter- 
national postal congress. During the 
war he was telegraph operator in the 
White House and worked as President 
Lincoln's private operator. 


Election Rebukes Court. 

W. W. Rose, the Democratic mayor 
of Kansas City, IXan., who resigned 
recently to escape ouster proceedings 
against him for nonenforcement of the 
prohibition and antigambling laws and 
who was nevertheless ousted by the 
state supreme court, which disregard- 
ed his resignation, was re-elected to of- 
fice by 1,600 plurality over the Repub- 
lican and Socialist candidates. Rose's 
right to the office will be contested, 
however, as the supreme court regards 
him as ineligible. 


Chasing the Oil Octopus. 

Attorney General Ellis of Ohio, who 
has been investigating the operations 
of the Standard Oil company, reports 
that notwithstanding the transference 
of the property of the Standard Oil 
trust to the Standard Oil company of 
New Jersey, following the adverse de- 
cision of the Ohio supreme court in 
1890, the company in its new form has 
been violating the state and federal 
antitrust laws. He says that it drives 
out competition by organizing fake 
companies in the oil fields. These com- 
panies will pay a bonus of 5 or 10 
cents to those who are selling to inde- 
pendent companies, forcing the inde- 
pendents to bid up in order to get the 
oil. He says that the Manhattan Oll 
gompany, of which Archbold and Rog- 
ers are directors, is such a company. 

The attorney general of [ndiana and 
the state railroad commission have 
taken the Garfield report as the basis 
of an investigation directed against 
the railroads and oil refineries of the 
state. er

John B. Thayer, fourth vice presi- 
dent of the Pennsylvania railroad, has 
issued a statement saying that the re- 
port of Commissioner Garfield concern- 
ing the granting of rebates «to the 
Standard Oil company “is an inex- 
cusable and outrageous perversion of 
the facts.” He admits that there has 
been a special rate of 9 cents a barrel 
from Olean to Rochester, but said that 
this applied to crude oil and unfinished 
products from one refinery to another 
without change of ownership. Re- 
cently the wording of the tariff was so 
changed as to prevent its application to 
refined oil, and at all events it applied 
solely to traffic within the state of New 
York.

To Investigate Judge Swan. 

On 4 request of a citizen of Michi- 
gan the department of justice has or- 
dered an investigation of Judge Henry 
H. Swan of the eastern district of 
Michigan. The complaint is that 
4,320 cases have been argued, but re- 
main undecided, and that when the 
complainant inquired about a case that 
was argued four years ago he was told 
that information would have to be 
payed for.

Henry C. Goll, former cashier of the 
First-National bank of Milwaukee un- 
der President Bigelow, who is now 
serving a ten year sentence for pecula- 
tions costing the bank nearly $2,000,- 
000, has been sentenced to a like term 
of imprisonment. : 7 
Lawson After Legislators. 

In a letter to Governor Guild of 
Massachusetts Thomas W. Lawson 
charged that the defeat of the bucket 
shop bill was brought about by sys- 
tematic bribery of legislators and 
urged that the bill .be_ reintroduced. 
Lawson offered a reward of $5,000 for 
information that would convict a bribe 
taker..and..said that he had evidence 
against at least seventy members of 
the legislature.

In the United States circuit court at 
Indianapolis application was made by 
order of Attorney General Moody for 
injunctions against the assoctations of 
proprietors, wholésalers and ‘retailers 
comprising what is known as the drug 
trust, charging attempt to-fix and regu- 
late the price at which drugs shall be 
sold to the consumer and prohibiting 
them from so conspiring in future.

Better Teaching of Three “R's.” 

Another interesting test of the pres- 
ent day methods of public school edu- 
cation“as compared with ‘the known 
results of teaching more than half a 
century ago has recently been made 
at Cleveland, O. According to the 
School Journal lists of words and 
arithmetic examples contained in the 
examination papers of the Springfield 
(Mass.) high school in 1846, which were 
submitted to the ninth grade of the 
Springfield school in 1895, have now 
been tried in one Cleveland school, 
Following is the list of words: Acci- 
dental, accessible, baptism, chirogra- 
phy, characteristic, deceitfully, de- 
scendent, eccentric, evanescent, fierce- 
ness, feignedly, ghastliness, gnawed, 
heiress, hysterics, imbecility, incon- 
ceivable, inconvenience, inefficient, ir- 
resistible. The comparative results 
show that the pupils of 1846 answered 
40.6 per cent of the words correctly, 
those of 1895 51.2 per cent, while the 
Cleveland pupils in this year of grace 
spelled 61.2 per cent correctly.. In the 
case of the arithmetic papers the per- 
centage of correct replies for 1846 was 
40.6, in Springfield last year was 51.2 
and in the Cleveland school at the re- 
cent test was 87.5. 


SCIENTIFIC 


Moss as a Popular Food. 

Professor Hansteen, chief lecturer of 
the agricultural school at Aas, Nor- 
way, has been conducting experiments 
which show that a common greenish 
white moss after being subjected to a 
chemical process, pressed and cooked 
becomes a food of the most delicious 
and nutritive character. Because of its 
cheapness he thinks it is destined to 
become a popular food for the masses. 
He finds that nine ounces of moss, 
costing 2 cents, will-make-a good din- 
ner for six persons. The substance 
can also be ground and used as a meal 
for breadmaking. 


A College of Aeronautics. 

The latest development toward the 
progress of the science of aeronautics 
is the founding of a college at Kou- 
tehino, Russia, by Dr. Riabouckinsky 
exclusively for the advanced study of 
air navigation.

One of the aftermaths of the Cali- 
fornia disaster, and the consequent un- 
paralleled generosity of the American 
people, will be the subsequent flood of 
“appeals” that: will be received by 
every giver. Probably there are com- 
few of the readers of any 
newspaper who realize how the per- 
sistent bureaus of soliciting that are 
being» worked upon them 
are maintained. Such affairs as this at 
California are veritable blessings to 
those charities and more or less worthy 
beneficiaries that have worn out their 
old line of supporters. Their methods 


are simple; every city or town where 
funds have been collected for any 
great public calamity is watched with 
great care, and the newspapers of all 
those places that will give the names of 
the donors are carefully filed. Such a 
disaster as this in the West is a perfect 
“god send” to. some struggling organ- 
ization that has pretty well worn out its 
capacity to beg successfully. The new 
crop of hearts it hopes to touch is a 
large one, and, hencefurth, for a long 
time, he or she who has given to an 
afilicted city will be catalogued as a 
philanthropist in a score of new. places 
where systematic begging is carried on. 

There seems to be no possible way 
to stop this work of the hustling pro- 
moter of the “college for men with 
bald heads only” and the other new 
and wonderful systems of extracting 
money from generous pocketbooks, but 
it can be largely curbed if people will 
be more ‘careful of their giving. We 
are reminded at this time of a very 
thriving organization that was not with- 
out sonie warm supporters in Andover 
which has been exposed recently by 
the New York Sun, as an example of 
how easy it is for people to become en- 
thused. The organization referred to 
is set forth in the following extract 
from a recent Sun: 


“The Charity Organization Society of 
New York is about to issue a general 
warning to all important ‘charitable 
societies in the United States against the 
‘Sunshine Legion’ and its two-publica- 
tions, Sunshine and the Sunshine Journal. 
The Charity Organization Society has 
been on the hunt for these people for a 
year. Now it has evidence in band and 
is prepared to move against Mrs. E. M. 
Tibbetts, ‘national president’ of the 
society, and her companion, Joseph W. 
Floridy, the organizer and brains of the 
graft. ‘These two—he a charitable 
worker’ with a passion for diamonds as 
personal adornment, and she a*btonde of 
| the peroxide type who is uplifting the 
tenements — have been living in a flat 
in ‘Jersey City and conducting a graft 
which has run through all the Kastern 
States and through part of the Middle 
West. It-is one ‘of the cleverest, best 
organized and most far reaching taps: ou 
charity that has ever conie to the notice 
of the Charity Organization Society. 

“To put it briefly, Sunshiné and the 
Sunshine Journal were two papers ad- 
‘uplifting’ of tenement 
house children. ‘The Sunshine Legion 
pietends to maintain in seven large cities 
‘of the United States settlements, day 
nurseries, and employment agencies for 
the children of thé poor. To the main- 
tenance of these settlements the proceeds 
of the paper are supposed to be devoted. 
As a matter of fact, all the ‘settle- 
ments’ so far investigated;—ineluding 
the two in Greater New York, were 
blinds. They did little or no work, just 
enough to maintain a pretence. Seldom 
were any children found in,the day nur- 
series. When children were there they 
seemed to have been picked up for the 
occasion. ‘The employment agencies -ap- 
parently exist only for the hiring of 
solicitors for the publications.”

HISTORICAL ANDOVER, 


John Dane to Date. 


Deacon 4John Dane and Sarah: Chand- 
ler lived on the farm he inherited from 
fathér 8Francis, on a site now located 
a little in the rear of the Jameson es 
tate, also called the old Stratton place, 
when a-house stood upon it. He died 
in 1763 aged 71, and the Danes who re- 
mained in Andover were generally 
long lived. The eldest, Sarah, married 
a neighbor Uriah Ballard, and was 
buried in Andover with her first babe, 
before he went to Wilton. ‘John the 
eldest son, lived on the old homestead 
from 1716 to 1807, and married Eliza- 
beth Chandler, who died at 83 in 1800 
after 61 comfortable years with John. 
‘Hannah married Timothy Holt of the 
Holt- homestead on Prospect Hill, 
where Dane Holt, her latest to hold the 
old estate died within the remembrance 
of the elders of today. Little Mary 
and Phebe were taken early, ‘Joseph, 
who married Dorcas Osgood of the 
West district line, and a second wife, 
Ehzabeth Wyman, a Pelham girl, 
widow of Samuel Abbott, had ‘a large 
following when he ‘died at 84, leaving 
a third wife Ede Flint of Danvers. 
Henry Boynton pointed out to me the 
site of Joseph Dane’s farm in the rear 
of his house, as Joseph bought the old 
Timothy Mooar place east of Haggetts 
Pond (did he have a tan yard near?) 
5Daniel Dane, born 1735, moved up to 
Francestown, N. H., with Prudence 
Phelps, after service in the Revolution, 
from Andover, though most of the six 
children recovered. were -born over the 
Tewksbury line. Two descendants, 
one in California, “have — recently, 
first of all the Danes who went away, 
asked for his record and their pedigree. 

All the long 60 years, while the rest 
swarmed away, Dea. John Dane kept 


open house on the old grandfather's 
farm. ‘John Dane married Mary 
Moody of Newbury, and lived there 
awhile. He was in the battle of 


Brandywine, dying of hardship in 1777, 
and Mary Moody with her little band, 
doubtless invited to. Andover, decided 
very luckily for us to accept, and here 
her lads grew up, and she died at 55 in 
1792, in a house that once stood across 
the street from Charles Shattuck’s es- 
tate, which was then a famous old 
tavern. ‘John, of her group with a 
Bailey wife went to Greenfield, N. H., 
a town related to all Andover. ‘James 
stayed here and- married Rebecca Pills- 
bury of Newburyport, living just above 
the Carruth place on a lot taken from 
the Shattuck land. Girls end this line, 
8Mary born 1800 married John Hum- 
phrey of Hingham and was in Law- 
rence in 1853, Rebecca ‘died at 60 in 
1869, Phebe at 84 in 1892, Louisa at 81, 
Eunice at 76 and the old house passed 
to other maidens. Here was a typical 
group of Andover “girls” as all such 
family. sisterhoods are dubbed in our 
ancient fashion. Mr. Alfred Poore 
passed along to me much of the data 
he collected from them, when he called 
there in 1868, in regard to the Dane 
homesteads. ‘Moses Dane, brother of 
John and James, married his cousin 
Priscilla Dane, daughter of uncle Phile- 
mon, and leased the Kneeland farm 
for 25 years, where he died in 1842, 
in, his sleep, a-tired old veteran, whose 
age I could-not get as he was recorded 
somewhere outside at birth. His 
sister ’Elizabeth married her cousin 
tHepry Dane, making a set of double 
cousins on the two farms; and all the 
strong Chandler stock hiding the char- 
acteristic Dane traits, so we must look 
for much we need to the outside lines, 
when the family photographs are col- 
lected. 

To Moses we are indebted for the 
late Henry Dane who 
married a Scotch, wife, Alice Walker, 
and served the B. & M. RR. so many 
years as baggage master. Joseph 
Henry, who died at 3, !°Francis born 
1855; last to take -the old name left a 
rare record fur the twenty short years 
he stayed with us and?°Louis Augustus, 
who -married Sarah Anne Foster in 
1893. I have not looked for his list of 
family names as yet. I suppose he had 
his name from -his elderly cousin® T. 
Augustus Holt. Here as usual, in 
Andover the ambition and energy of 
8Elizabeth Dane born 1801,.good aunt 
that she was for 70 long years, on a 
little place. near George Baker's, held 
in her name—all was centered-in her 
nephews. and nieces. She lost all her 
brothers and sisters from consumption 
rather early.-.*Hannah Dane survived 
longest and married Amos Gilchrist, 
livingein West Andover so that a daugh- 
ter *Lydia could marry back to the 
neighbor line of Dane cousins, When 
Elizabeth had buried parents and kin, 
her sister *Lydia, wife of Clark Holt, 
son of Timothy and Susanna of Middle- 
ton, passed to her motherly care her 
two little ones, *Timothy Augustus, 
Mary with Elizabeth, and Mr. Holt 
moved to Maine with his second wife, 
leaving Elizabeth to direct the education 
of Augustus. The time has not come 
yet to give his record. We that have 
known his career through the long 
years and note the added honors to 
Holt and Dane annals, can send a 
grateful thought on to Aunt Elizabeth, 
who is waiting with the kin at the end 
of the long journey that remains for 
the little feet she guided for our “good. 
So we who are alone and childless, 
also may take comfort in the thought 
that we too as well as all these good 
grandmothers can do a little to help on 
old Andover to a higher plane yet. 
Leaving the elder line, we take next 
*Philemon Dane, second son of old 
Dea. 5John. He married in 1769 Pris- 
Cilla Phelps and built the house that 
stood on the Thomas Clark place as we. 
latest knew: it He left only 3 chil- 
dren, "Henry, who married. cousin Eliz- 
abeth, ‘Priscilla who married cousin 
Moses and ‘Benjamin, who born 1776, 
lived with Sally Cochrane of’ a new 
Scotch line here on the old home farm

Czar Opens Russian Douma. 

In the white marble hall of the Win- 
ter palace at St. Petersburg, May 10, 
the elected members of the first na- 
tional assembly, or douma, of Russia, 
under the new dispensation, met Czar 
Nicholas face to face in the presence 
of a glittering assemblage of. court offi- 
clals, diplomats and soldiers. The czar 
had come from Peterhof to the capital 
for the purpose of inaugurating with 
his own spoken word this first effort 
toward a representative parliament. 
It was the first time he had been in the 
Winter palace since the fateful Sunday 
in January, 1905, when the supplicat- 
ing workmen were shot down in the 
streets, the event which was the Mfst 
of a long series of strikes and revolts 
which has forced from the autocracy

granting of constitutfonal guarantees. 

In marked contrast to the gorgeous 
uniforms of the officials and heralds 
the ezar appeared in a plain uniform 
of dark blue, with half length boots 
and the scarlet ribbon of the Nevsky 
order and the diamond star of St, An- 
drew as his only decorations. He was 
accompanied by the empress and. the 
empress dowager in gold embroidered 
numerous matrons and 
maids of honor and the wives and 
daughters of the nobility. He kissed 
the cross held out by the metropolitan 
of the church and the “Te Deum” was 
sung, after which the ezar ascended 
the throne and spoke his message in a 
steady voice. 

He said that the supreme Providence 
which had given him the care of the 
fatherland had moved him to call to 
his assistance elected representatives 
He greeted “the best 


tution which he had created, and urged 
that they devote their 
strength to the needs of the peasantry, 
remembering that the dignity and pros- 
perity of the state depended not only 
on freedom, but on order. He hoped 
this would be the day of a moral re- 
vival for Russia. The members of the 
douma, many of whom were dressed 
in the uncouth garb of peasants, did

The members had been greatly an- 
gered a few days before the meeting 


| of the douma when the ezar promul- 


gated the new fundamental law or con- 
stitution which was supposed to have 
perished with the resignation of Pre- 
mier Witte. This made the permanent 
basis of the state unalterable except on 
the czar’s initiative. It contained many 


| changes, buttressing the imperial pow- 


er. The Constitutional Democrats in- 
sist that this document ts a betrayal of 
the promise made by the czar on Oct. 
30, 1905, when the douma was called. 
French Strike Continues. 

The general strike inaugurated May 
1 by the French Confederation of La- 
bor has continued to embarrass many 
industries of France. Every automo- 
bile factory in Paris is closed and all 
building operations are at a standstill. 
The victory of the government in the 
elections appears not to have weakened 
the determination of the strikers. 
Mounted patrols were maintained in 
the streets, but there was no disorder. 
Attempt on Doubassoff’s Life. 

While Governor General Doubassoff 
of Moscow was approaching the en- 
trance to his palace in an open carriage 
a bomb was thrown which instantly 
killed the thrower and two officers, 
while Doubassoff escaped with painful 
The terrorist who threw the 
bomb was unidentified. 

French Government Sustained. 

In the first day’s voting for a new 
chamber of deputies in France the pol- 
fey of Clemenceau and the Sarrien 
ministry appears to have won a: dect- 
sive victory. The election passed off

Step Toward Disarmament. 

A resolution proposed by Henry 
Vivian, a Labor member of the British 
house of commons, declared that the 
growth of the expenditure for national 
armament was excessive and called 
upon the government to reduce this 
drain upon the country’s resources, 
Foreign Secretary Grey, speaking for 
the government, welcomed this resolu- 
tion and hoped it would be taken by 
other countries as an invitation to re 
spond to the British feeling on. the 
subject. He thought that The Hague 
conference could do no greater service 
to the world than to make the condi- 
tions of peace less expensive. An 
amendment by Mr. Bellairs against 
having the government initiate a dis- 
cussion on this point with foreign 
powers whs withdrawn, and Vivian's 
resolution was agreed to with cheers 
and without a division.

Anthracite Agreement Signed. 

The decision of the anthracite miners’ 
convention at Scranton against a strike 
was followed, May 7, with the signing 
of a formal agreement, the first ever 
made by the anthracite. mine owners 
with a union of their employees. The 
signers were seven officials of the mine 
owning railroads, headed by Baer of 
the Reading, President Mitchell of the 
United Mine Workers and the officers 
of the three anthracite district unions. 
It was in effect a recognition of the 
union, which the miners’ have been 
seeking for years. The basis is a three 
years’ renewal of the anthracite strike 
commission's award. The miners tried 
to limit it to two years, but the oper- 
ators would not-consent. There was a 
verbal-agreement to take up the cases 
of the lowest paid workers and remedy 
injustices if any shall be proved. The 
operators further agreed to take back 


have done no violent acts. This agree- 
ment was duly confirmed by the Scran- 
ton convention May 8, with the un- 
derstanding that a campaign should 
be started to secure favorable legisla- 
tion. It will be the first entrance of the 
miners’ union into politics. The sum- 
mer schedule of coal prices was ex- 
pected to be put into effect at once.

At 
present English companies control the 
Persian gulf trade. The German line 
is expected to operate in connection 
with the new Bagdad railroad. 
| Growth of Packing Industry. 

A bulletin issued by the census bu- 
reau deals with the meat packing In- 
dustry, -the value of its products in 
1905 being placed at $913,914,624 and 
the capital invested being $237,699,440. 
It appears that there are now 929 
slaughtering and packing establish- 
ments, which is an increase of eight 
since 1900. In that time the number 
of laborers has increased from 68,534 
to 74,132. In addition to this there are 
12,075 clerks and officials. The princi- 
pal products are the various kinds of 
| meat, lard, oils, fertilizers, hides and 
wool.

Trailing Skirts Prohibited. 

The city authorities of Nordhausen, 
Germany, have forbidden women to 
wear trailing skirts within the bounda- 
ries of the town, as the practice-is said 
to scatter germs and dust and so to 
constitute a public nuisance, The po- 
lice are ordered to arrest all offenders, 
who will be liable -to-a.fine of $8 for 
the first offense and imprisonment for 
a repetition. The legality of the pro- 
hibition is to be tested in court. 
Gorky’s Marriage Relations. 

Since the general outcry against 
Maxim Gorky, the Russian writer and 
revolutionist, when it was made known

Syndicate Money For Frisco. 

Definite arrangements were  an- 
nounced at New York for the forma- 
tion of a $100,000,000 syndicate when 
a conference was held between Vice 
President Vanderlip of. the “National 
City bank, President Black of the 
United States Realty and Improvement 
company, Senator Newlands of Névada 
and Thomas Magee, a property owner 
of San Francisco. The organization is 
to be limited to financing the building 
of private property with particular ref- 
erence to the modern business and 
office buildings. - Governor Pardee will 
be asked to call a special session of the 
California legislature to give the state’s 
indorsement to San Francisco bonds. 
These, however, will be used solely for 
the reconstruction of public buildings 
and public. works, In the meantime 
much depends upon the willingness of 
eastern banks to take securities held 
by insurance companies and upon the 
promptness of the underwriters in the 
interests of policy holders. 

A New Waltham Watch Company. 

It was announced at Boston that the 
Waltham Watch company, with $12,- 
000,000 capital stock, had been organ- 
ized to take the place of the American 
Waltham Watch company, which was 
capitalized at, $4,000,000. A million 
will be used to enlarge the plant, and 
it will employ 6,000 persons. 

Big Telephone Combination. 

The- various independent telephone 
companies of Indiana have agreed 
upon a union of their resources under 
the name of the Telephone Company 
of Indiana, with $5,000,000 stock and 
$5,000,000 bonds. 

Traders’ Insurance Fails. 

The Traders’ Insurance company of 
Chicago has gone into the hands of the 
receivers at the instance of the direct- 
ors, owing to the crushing losses by 
the San I’rancisco earthquake and fire. 
Two-thirds of the San Francisco losses 
will be paid, but the stockholders of 
the company will lose $3,500,000. -A 
large number of smaller fire insurand 
companies were believed to be facing 
trouble asa result of this crash. 


Gary Syndicate Grab. 

Since the disclosure of the deal 
through which a syndicate headed by 
‘E. H. Gary, 
chairman of the 
steel trust, un- 
loaded the Flat 
Top coal lands 
on the Norfolk 
and Western 
railroad, during 
the commerce 
commission in- 
quiry, it has 
been shown 
how the Penn- 
sylvania rail- 
road bought 
these interests 
for $20,500,000 
from the syndi- 
cate which only 
seven months 
beforeshad purchased them for- $13,500,- 
000. Thus $8,500,000 of syndicate 
profits was saddled upon the stockhold- 
ers of the Norfolk and Western and 
other Pennsylvania interests,

San Francisco Hard lat Work. 

Under the direction of General Gree- 
ly the issuance of rations to earth- 
quake sufferers has been rigidly Sys- 
tematized. About 200,000 persons are 
still being wholly or in part sustained 
by the relief stations. Notwitlstand- 
ing the great amount of the relief fund 
there seems to bea necessity for more 
money and supplies. Many of the busi- 
ness and professional workers in the 
absence of their ordinary occupatiows 
are earning wages as laborers in the 
clearing away of debris and the con- 
struction of temporary buildings. May- 
or Schmitz announced that the com- 
mittee would accept the $100,000 voted 
by the Canadian parliament. The num- 
ber of dead is still unknown, but 400 
bodies have been recovered. Checked 
estimates of fire losses place the total 
at $230,000,000, and it will take $100,- 
000,000 to replace the municipal build- 
ings. In 600 safes_and vaults opened 
more than 40 per cent of the contents 
was found to be nothing but ashes. 
Torrey Adopts Philadelphia. 

During the farewell service conduct- 
ed by Messrs. Torrey and Alexander 
last week, marking the end of their 
three months’ revivals in the city 
of Philadelphia, Dr. Torrey announced 
that Philadelphia was hereafter to be 
his home. This was greeted by a tre 
mendous cheer from the great audi- 
ence that filled the Second regiment 
armory. In summing up. the result of 
the mission, Secretary Cass said that 
the number of converts was .nearly 
7,000, although the number who had’™ 
already asked to be united to some 
ehurch was a little under 4,000. Dr. 
Torrey expressed himself as pleased. 
He felt that he had quickened the re- 
lgious pulse of the city. He and Alex- 
ander now go to Atlanta, Ga. 

Record of Olympic Games. 

America won the Olympie games at 
Athens by scoring: eleven firsts, six 
seconds, six thirds; total, seventy-five 
points.

HELD TUESDAY.

BOSTON, May 16—Tuesday the 
state senate held two. sessions and 
each session was full of life and ac- 
tion. There were wordy interchanges 
and heated protests against this. mea- 
sure or .that andthe body lived up to 
its reputation of being one of the most 
talkative senates in recent years. 
There was’ the usal grist of rollealls, 
for which this vear’s senate has also 
become quite famous, 


Much: business was” done. At., the 
morning session the Boston district 
aldermanic: bill was passed to be 


enacted, and now goes to the governor. 

The bill for the exemption from local 
taxation wf state bonds was ordered’ to 
a third reading after a spirited discus- 
sion and after a motion to refer to the 
next ‘geheral court had been defeated. 
The yote on rollcatl stood 15 to 10, with 


‘four pairs, on sending tHe bill along. 


The Boston 12 o'clock bill was. or- 
dered toea third reading. There was 
no division and, on the main question 
no debate. But there were several 
warm protests from Senators Taylor 
or 
Berkshire. when Senator Taylor moved 
that the-12 o’clock bill go over till to- 
day. 

The senator. at the morning session 
of the senate, had offered an order call- 
ing for an opinion from the supreme 
judicial court on the status of the 
original 12 o'clock bill which was re- 
called from the governor after the lat- 
ter had held it four days and which, 
since Senator Mahoney's objection tu 
the enactment 
of the measure has remained in the tin 
box of the clerk of the senate, 

This order for a supreme court opin- 
fons which sought to discover whether 
or not the original bill was not ,as a 
matter of fact and of law, already a 
law, had been postponed till today on 
motion of the Suffolk senator. 

Yesterday afternoon, therefore, when 
the Boston bill was called up Senator 
Taylor-—urged ‘reasonable delay” till 
the status of the original bill could be 
discovered, But the senate was against 
any delay and the bill was ordered to 
a third readine after the motion to 
postpone had been rejected, apparently 
by party vote 

Senator Clark of Middlesex moved a 
suspension of the rules that the bill 
might be put on its engrossment stage 
but the document had not been perused 
by the committee on bills in third 
reading. so the motion could not be 
put. d 

The Lomasney bill relative to the 
auditor of the city of Boston was re- 
jected without debate by a vote of 5 to 
10, and a roll call refused. 

Senator Clarks raised a point of or- 
der that the bill relative to the licens. 
ing of dealers in coal and coke, as 
amended by the senate. was » beyond 
the scope of the report of the secretary 
of state, upon which it is based. Th» 
chair decided ‘against the point of or- 
der and the matter went over till to- 
morrow., 

The so-called “pony express’’ bill to- 
day passed away between the branch- 
es, final ‘action being the refusat of the 
senate to reconsider its insistence of 
the amendment to which the house ob- 
jected. 

Senator Beck of Suffolk moved ‘to re- 
consider the rejection. of the: bill rela- 
tive to stock and officers of domestic 


corporations, and the bill was recom-. 


mitted to the senate judiciary commit- 
tee.

An unsuccessful attempt was made 
to defeat the order for a joint speciai 
committee to sit during the recess and 
consider. the various taxatiOn problems 
which have been submitted to the leg- 
islature and on which no legislation 
has been thus far reported, The orde: 
was adopted, 16 to 7, 

The bill to compel the weekly pay- 
ment of wages. by counties was tdken 
up. The committee on ways and means 
has reported against the bill, Senator 
Schofield dissenting. By a-rising vote 
of 17 -to 17, the president voting in tne 
affirmative, the senate refused to re= 
ject the ‘bill; A rolleall resulted 16 to 
22 against rejection, 

Senator Schofield opposed the bill to 
“allow gas cotapanies, to increase their 
capital stock to an amount not excee- 
ing, $400,000 more than allowed by the 
fresent law. . ‘ 

After some debate the question oc! 
ordering the bill to a third reading 
was put, and declared lost by a rising 
vote of 15 to 15, the president not vot- 
ing. A roll call was ordered, resulting 
in the rejection of the bill by a vote of 
18 to 19, 

In executive session at the state 
house last evening the senate ways 
and means committee voted to report 
favorably the so-called Moran bill 
which increases the number of assist- 
ants in the office of the district attor- 
ney of Suffolk county. Mr. Moran has 
two assistants at present. The bill as 
originally reported from public service 
gave him three. He asked for four 

The committee also reported favor- 
ably on the bill increasing to $3000 the 
salary of the chief of the district po- 
lice. His present salary is $2500, 

With Senator Harding of the Cape 
Cissenting the committee voted to*re- 
port the bill for free employment of- | 
fices, 


GOV. GUILD SUSTAINED. 


Gov. Guild was overwhelmingly sus- 
tained by the lower brancn of the state 
legislature yesterday on his veto of the 
McManus ~bill-to permit-—boating...and 
fishing on certain great ponds of the 
commonwealth, notably those under 
control of the metropolitan water and | 
s€werage commission. ; 

The lower branch spent practically 
ite entire morning sesston on this mat- 
ter, and at the afternoon session did 
little except pass to engrossment th# 
bill relative to the regulation of the 
sale and lease of machinery. 

The veto message on the McManus 
bill was the first thing on the calendar. 
Question.being on passing the bill over 
the -veto the vote stood 19 to 150, with 
six pairs. - 

Mr. Clark of Brockton desired to 
emend the bill to regulate the sale and 
leasing of machinery by striking out 
the clause which prohibits persons or 
corporations selling or leasing machin- 
ery “to offer unreasonable discounts or 
other advantages which shall be vir- 
tually prohibitive. of the purchase, 
lease or use of such machinery of; 
other persons or corporations.” 

The bill was finally ‘passed to be en- 
grossed without amendment of any 
kind. : 

An order was introduced giving-the 
committee on agriculture the power to 
travel throughout the gypsy moth in- 
fested district and to visit the agricul- 
tural college at Amherst. The order 
went to the committee on rules, 

Mr. Terry of Gloucester opposed the 
bill ‘to regulate the tenure of office of 
certain officers of the militia. The bill 
limits the term of brigadier general to

five years: a colonel and captain of 
the naval. brigade to seven years. Mr. 
Terry said such a change would tend 
to inject. politics into the militia, 

Mr. Powers of Boston also opposed 
the ‘bill and stated it was not wanted

He lived about 20 
minutes after the shooting. The bul- 
let, which was from 32 calibre Richard- 
son and Huntington revolver, had en- 
tered his head above the left ear, and
